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St. Patrick 


Around ST, PATRICK, THE APOSTLE OF IRELAND, so 
much legend has grown that it is difficult to say. 
what is history and what is fable. According to ~ 
his own "Confession", he was the son of a deacon, - 
born at a place since called Kilpatrick near Dum 

barton in Scotland around the year 375 A.D. 


As a boy of sixteen, Patrick was carried off to 
Ireland by Irish pirates and sold as a slave to an. 
Irish chieftain called Milchu. Six years later he - 
escaped but returned after many years to preach 
the Gospel of freedom through Christ to those who 
once had made. him their slave. He met.with fierce 
opposition from the Irish overlords and the pagan 
Druid priests but in the end Patrick's dream was 
realized anda native Christian church established. 
When he died about 465 A.D., St. Patrick left be-- 
hind him achurch which was to flourish in ‘mission 
zeal andScripture study until t he Danish sea raids 
of the ninth century. ee 


St. Patrick himself seems te Se eke totally 
ignorant of the many fanciful miracles which later 
writers have associated with his life. From his 
own bicgraphy we see him as a simple and direct 
preacher of Christ, His authentic writings lmow 
nothing of purgatory, prayers to‘ the Virgin Mary, 
transubstantiation, or papal authority; they make 
no appeal to human authority but only to the Holy 
Scriptures and are ‘full of quotations from the 
Bible. His own hymn, still sung today as "Patrick's 
Breastplate", expresses his primitive faith: 

"T bind this day to me forever, * 

By power of faith, Christ's Incarnation; 

His baptism in ceeedinst river; 

His death on Cross for my salvation; 

His bursting from the spiced tomb; se 
Christ be with me, Christ behind me, 

Christ before me, Christ beside Mey 

Christ to comfort and restore me. 

Praise to the Lord. of sy ' salvation, 
Salvation is of Christ the Lord."

31 pastors, 28 of them Argentine 
born, serve some 20,000 souls in 
168 stations, using the Spanish 
language generally. As in Brazil, 
the work suffers from the lack of sufficient 
pastors to serve the large and scattered country 
parishes although the rapid industrialization of 
recent years, especially in the Buenos Aires aYea, 
is producing more urban-type congregations. 


fo meet the pressing need for manpower, an exper-— 
imental school for boys who desire to enter the 
holy ministry has recently been opened in Ghera 
in the far north of Argentina. After their six~ 
teenth year, such youth will enroll at Seminario 
Concordia at Villa Ballester, suburb of Buenos 


Aires, to complete their training. The Seminary,

founded at Crespo but moved to Ville Ballester in 
1942, has been training pastors since 1926. 


Cur Church inArgentina conducts Lutheran missions 
in the three neighbouring countries of Paraguay, 
Uruguay, and Chile. 


RODERICK DESMOND JOSE 


It was during an interview with the Bishop's Board 
for examining candidates for the Anglican ministry 
that Desmond Jose realized that "the simple Bible 
faith learnt as a child in country churches in 
Oornwall was not acceptable" to modern Church of 
England theologians. This was the first in eseries 
of events which brought him into the Lutheran 
church and ministry. 


Born September 4, 1925 at Penventon, St. Kea near 
Truro, Pastor Jose comes of an old Cornish family 
whose name can be found in the Domesday Book. His 
father was a horsetrainer on a country estate. 
Baptized-in the local parish chureh, he ane his 
five brothers at one time made up an “ali-—Jose" 
church choir of six. 


Aircraft fitter and soldier curing the War, Mr. 
Jose passed the London University Matriculation | 
Examination intending to enter Anglican orders. 
The interview with the Bishop's Hxamination Board, 
a meeting with Cornwall's Lutheran evangelist, Joe 
Pedlar, Lutheran confirmation, then four years of 
theological training at Mankato in the U.S.A. and 
Desmond Jose returned to become the first English— 
born Lutheren paster in this country.

The Rev. Floyd Bosch was installed as successor to 
Pastor Kromphardt om Sunday, September 15th, by the 
Rev. HE. Geo. Pearce, Chairman of the ELCH Exccutiye 
Council, with theRev. Norman Nagel, Leathe a ter 
and the Rev, Norman Heintz assisting.
